To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Huns  let  Rural 

District  Council. 


Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1910,  and 
would  draw  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  this  is  the  last  year  of 
the  old  Census  upon  which  the  statistics  are  based,  and  that,  after 
this  year,  material  changes  will  be  effected  by  the  working  of  the 
Housing,  Town  Planning,  etc.,  Act  of  1909,  and.  the  revision  of  the 
Tables  I-V.  of  the  Local  Government  Hoard. 

The  usual  statistical  tables  of  the  Local  Government  Board, 
Home  Office  and  County  Council  are  appended. 

BIRTHS, — There  h  ave  been  registered  in  the  whole  district 
204  births — 101  males  and  103  females. 

Of  these,  Oulton-eum-Woodlesford  contributed  97,  Temple- 
newsam  with  Thorpe  Stapleton  76,  and  Middleton  31.  Estimating 
the  population  to  Midsummer  of  1910  at  7,294,  this  gives  a  Birth¬ 
rate  of  27-96  for  1910  against  24-60  for  the  previous  year,  and 
27’97  for  the  decade  1900-1909.  The  birth-rate  for  England  and 
Wales  is  24’8  for  1910.  Eight  illegitimate  births  are  included  in 
the  above. 
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DEATH  S. — During  the  corresponding  period  there  have  been 
registered  in  the  whole  district  82  deaths — 47  males  and  35  females. 
Of  these,  Oulton-cum-Woodlesford  contributed  41,  Templenewsam 
with  Thorpe  Stapleton  26,  and  Middleton  15.  Included  in  the 
above  is  a  number  of  deaths  due  to  pit  accidents,  which  materially 
and  abnormally  increased  the  gross  death-rate.  Twelve  deaths 
(not  included  in  the  above)  occurred  in  persons  said  to  belong  to 
the  district,  but  dying  in  Institutions  outside,  viz.,  5  in  Leeds 
General  Infirmary,  3  in  Wakefield  Asylum,  2  in  Hunslet  Union 
Infirmary,  and  1  each  in  Ida  Hospital  and  Royal  Albert  Institution 
respectively. 

Exclusive  of  these  12  deaths,  but  including  those  from  pit 
accidents,  the  gross  (non-corrected)  Death-rate  for  the  whole 
district  is  1U24  ;  inclusive  of  these,  the  nett  Death-rate  is  12*88, 
that  for  1909  being  14  24,  for  the  decade  1900-1909,  13*97,  and  for 
England  and  Wales  in  1910,  13*4. 

The  nett  death-rate  for  Oulton-cum-Woodlesford  is  14*97,  for 
Templenewsam  with  Thorpe  Stapleton  10*42,  and  for  Middleton 
13*10.  ; 

With  the  exception  of  the  year  1902,  the  above  rates  are  the 
lowest  in  my  experience.

INFANTILE  MORTALITY.— There  were  registered  14  deaths 
in  children  under  1  year  of  age,  being  at  the  rate  Of  68  per  thousand 
births  registered,  that  for  1909  being  78,  for  the  decade  1900-1909, 


127,  and  for  England  and  Wales,  106. 

The  causes  of  death  were  : —

The  Infantile  death-rate  which,  for  the  third  year  in  succession, 
is  considerably  below  100  is  comparatively  insignificant  and  highly 
satisfactory.  Under  these  circumstances  it  has  not  been  deemed 
necessary  to  take  any  special  measures,  or  to  adopt  the  Notifica¬ 
tion  of  Births  Act. 

Eight  of  the  14  deaths  occurred  in  children  under  1  month, 
and  it  will  be  observed  that  with  the  exception  of  1  from  Whooping 
Cough,  there  are  no  deaths  from  diseases  which  may  be  regarded  as 
preventable. 
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Factors  which  have,  to  a  great  extent,  contributed  to  this 
satisfactory  state  of  affairs  are  the  low  summer  temperature,  the 
comparative  absence  of  epidemic  disease,  the  better  housing  of 
the  working  classes,  the  gradual  diminution  in  the  number  of 
privy  ashpits,  the  making  up  of  private  streets,  the  absence  of 
any  marked  poverty,  the  more  temperate  habits  of  the  people, 
and  improved  sanitation  generally.  There  were  2  deaths  in  ille¬ 
gitimate  children.

ZYMOTIC  DISEASES. — There  were  only  four  deaths  registered 
from  the  principal  epidemic  diseases  : — Measles,  1,  Whooping- 
Cough,  1,  Diphtheria,  ,1,  and  Diarrhoea,  1.  The  Zymotic  death-rate 
is  -54  per  thousand  of  the  population,  that  of  1809  being  -69,  and 
that  of  England  and  Wales  for  1910,  -99.  This  death-rate  from 
principal  epidemic  diseases  is  again  much  below  the  average,  and 
affords  ample  proof  of  the  benefits  which  can  accrue  from  the 
adoption  of  efficient  sanitary  administrative  methods.

NOTIFICATION  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES.— There  were 
52  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  notified,  exactly  the  same  number 
as  in  1909,  including  4  voluntary  notifications  of  Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis. 

Of  the  total  number  of  cases  notified,  Oulton-cum- Woodlesford 
contributed  23 — 3  Erysipelas,  9  Scarlet  Fever,  6  Enteric  Fever, 
1  Puerperal  Fever,  4  Pulmonary  Phthisis  ;  Templenewsam  with 
Thorpe  Stapleton,  17 — 2  Diphtheria,  2  Erysipelas,  12  Scarlet  Fever. 
1  Enteric  Fever  ;  Middleton,  12 — 1  Diphtheria,  1  Erysipelas,  10 
Scarlet  Fever. 
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rriie  incidence  of  notifiable  infectious  diseases  has  been  more 
uniform  throughout  the  whole  district  in  comparison  with  previous 
years. 


SCARLET  FEVER.— Th  ere  were  31  cases  notified,  the  same 
as  in  1909.  Of  these  9  occurred  in  Oulton-cum-Woodlesford,  12 
in  Templenewsam  and  10  in  Middleton.  It  will  be  noticed  that 
the  cases  were  more  uniformly  distributed  than  in  1909,  when 
Oulton-cum-Woodlesford  was  responsible  for  26  out  of  31 .  Twenty- 
five  cases  were  removed  to  Hospital.  The  disease  was  of  a  mild 
nature,  and  there  were  no  deaths  registered. 


DIPHTHERIA.— Thi  ■ee  cases  were  notified— 2  in  Temple¬ 
newsam  with  Thorpe  Stapleton  and  1  in  Middleton.  One  case  was 
removed  to  Hospital  and  1  death  was  registered,  which  was  not 
notified,  the  Council  deeming  it  sufficient,  under  the  circumstances, 
to  reprimand  and  not  to  prosecute.  In  regard  to  the  Local 
Government  Board  Orders  of  1910  to  supply  Antitoxin  gratis, 
this  procedure  has  been  in  vogue  in  this  district  for  several  years 
with  marked  benefit. 

ENTERIC  FEVER.— Seven  cases  were  notified — 6  from 
Oulton-cum-Woodlesford  and  1  from  Templenewsam.  All  the 
cases  from  the  former  parish  were  removed  to  Hospital.  The  case 
from  Templenewsam  was  imported  into  the  district,  and  the  re¬ 
mainder  occurred  at  various  times  of  the  vear  and  had  no  con- 
nection  with  each  other.  There  was  no  death  registered  from 
this  cause. 


MEASLES  AND  WHOOPING  COUGH.— Measles  occurred  in 
epidemic  form  in  Templenewsam  in  June  and  July,  and  in  Oulton- 
cum-Woodlesford  in  October  and  November.  It  was  mostly  con¬ 
fined  to  children  attending  the  Infant  Departments  of  the  Schools. 
It  was  deemed  advisable  to  close  these  departments  both  in 
Woodlesford  and  Oulton  for  a  period  of  3  weeks.  Special  reports 
were  made  to  the  Council  at  the  time.  There  was  only  one  death 
registered  from  this  cause.  The  benefit  to  be  derived  from  the 
closing  of  schools  in  epidemics  of  this  kind  is  exceedingly  doubtful, 
except  as  a  means  of  saving  the  grant — a  matter  in  which  the 
Council  is  not  concerned,  and  which  should  be,  in  my  opinion,  put 
on  a  more  satisfactory  basis  by  the  Authority  concerned. 
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Whooping  Cough  was  prevalent  in  the  district,  and  1  death 
was  registered. 

ERYSIPELAS.— Six  cases  were  notified — 3  in  Oulton-cum- 
Woodlesford,  2  in  Templenewsam,  and  1  in  Middleton.  No  deaths 
were  registered. 

DIARRHOEA. — One  death  in  Middleton  was  registered  from  this 
cause.  The  district  continues  to  enjoy  an  immunity  from  this 
form  of  epidemic  disease  which  is,  to  a  great  extent,  associated 
with  unhealthy  conditions  and  insanitary  surroundings. 

TUBERCULOSIS.- — Nine  deaths  were  registered  from  Pul¬ 
monary  Tuberculosis  (Phthisis),  and  2  from  other  Tuberculous 
Diseases.  Of  these  6  occurred  in  Oulton-cum-Woodlesford,  3  in 
Templenewsam,  and  2  in  Middleton.  The  death-rate  per  thousand 
from  Phthisis  is  P24,  against  P38  for  1909.  In  connection  with 
the  above,  it  will  be  noticed  that  although  voluntary  notification 
of  this  disease  has  been  in  vogue  for  some  years,  only  4  cases  were 
notified,  and  these  in  the  advanced  stage.  All  houses  where  cases 
are  notified  or  deaths  have  been  registered,  are  visited,  handbills 
with  instructions  are  distributed,  and  houses,  bedding,  etc.,  are 
disinfected. 

It  is  obvious,  however,  that  compulsory  notification  is  urgently 
necessary.  During  the  year  much  activity  has  been  displayed  by 
both  central  and  local  authorities  with  a  view  to  combatting  this 
scourge,  and  although  the  necessity  for  establishing  Sanatoria  has 
been  almost  unanimously  agreed  upon,  the  ways  and  means  have 
elicted  much  diversity  of  opinion.  I  would  advise  that  all  efforts 
should  be  concentrated  on  prevention  rather  than  curative  methods, 
inasmuch  as  in  the  latter  many  years  of  constant  treatment  are 
necessary  to  obtain  a  small  percentage  of  success,  whilst  in  the 
former,  advanced  cases  should  be  isolated  and  cease  to  be  a  source 
of  infection,  and  the  others  should  be  so  educated  by  a  short  stay 
in  the  Sanatorium  that  they  cease  to  be  a  danger  either  to  them¬ 
selves  or  to  those  around  them. 

CANCER.— Eight  deaths  were  registered  from  this  cause — 5 
in  Templenewsam  and  3  in  Oulton-cum-Woodlesford.  The  death- 
rate  is  1  per  thousand,  against  ’82  for  1909,  and  is  slightly  above 
the  average. 
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DISEASES  OF  THE  RESPIRATORY  ORGANS.— Sixteen 
deaths  were  registered  from  Bronchitis,  Pneumonia  and  other 
diseases  of  respiratory  organs,  being  at  the  rate  of  2.1  per  thousand, 
as  compared  with  2  0  in  1909,  and  2-4  for  the  West  Riding. 

INQUESTS  . — Nineteen  deaths  were  certified  by  the  Coroner— 
5  in  Middleton,  1  in  Templenewsam,  and  13  in  Oulton-cum- 
Woodlesford.  Eleven  of  these  were  due  to  pit  accidents  (10  of 
which  occurred  in  Oulton-cum-Woodlesford),  4  to  natural  causes, 
2  to  drowning,  1  to  poison  and  1  to  accident.  This  unusual  number 
of  deaths  from  violence  should  be  taken  into  consideration  as 
abnormally  increasing  the  death-rate. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  HOSPITAL.— Of  the  infectious 
diseases  available  for  removal,  there  were  notified  31  cases  of 
Scarlet  Fever,  3  of  Diphtheria  and  7  of  Enteric  Fever.  Twenty- 
five  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  1  of  Diphtheria,  and  6  of  Enteric  Fever 
were  removed  to  Hospital,  i.e.,  32  cases  out  of  41  available  were 
removed,  or  80  per  cent. — a  very  satisfactory  record.  There  were 
no  deaths  in  the  Hospital  in  cases  removed  from  this  district.

WATER  SUPPLY.— The  district  continues  to  enjoy  a  whole¬ 
some  and  sufficient  supply  of  water.  The  intermittency  of  the 
supply  at  Middleton  has  been  much  improved.  One  hundred  and 
three  yards  of  3in.  pipes  have  been  laid  during  the  year. 

MILK  SUPPLY  AND  OTHER  FOODS.— The  Members  of  the 
Council  made  an  inspection  of  all  the  cowsheds  in  Oulton-cum- 
Woodlesford  and  Middleton,  and  found  structural  conditions 
satisfactory,  but  a  general  want  of  cleanliness  in  two  instances  in 
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Middleton.  Three  hundred  and  fifty- three  inspections  of  cow¬ 
sheds  and  147  of  slaughter-houses  were  made,  and  the  sanitary 
conditions  would  be  looked  upon  as  highly  satisfactory  if  some  of 
the  cow-keepers  would  exercise  greater  personal  cleanliness,  as 
well  as  regards  the  premises  and  the  cattle.  There  has  been  no 
necessity  to  call  in  the  Veterinary  Inspector  during  the  year,  nor 
have  there  been  any  complaints  from  outside  the  district  under 
the  City  Milk  Clauses. 

Ten  samples  of  milk  were  taken,  of  which  7  were  found  genuine, 
and  3  unsatisfactory,  but  without  sufficient  grounds  for  prosecu¬ 
tion. 

The  slaughter-houses  in  the  district  have  been  regularly 
inspected  and  found  satisfactory,  and  the  fortnightly  cattle  sale 
at  Whitkirk  is  attended  by  the  Inspector  with  a  view  to  the  super¬ 
vision  of  any  suspicious  or  suspected  cattle. 

A  carcase  suspected  of  Tuberculosis  was  found  in  a  slaughter¬ 
house  in  the  district,  but  the  man  in  possession  decamped  with  it 
before  it  could  be  officially  seized.  Immediate  notice  was  given 
to  the  City  authorities,  who,  after  several  days’  search,  safely 
consigned  it  to  the  knacker.  With  this  exception  there  has  been 
no  necessity  for  intervention. 

A  case  of  Anthrax  occurred  in  the  Templenewsam  district, 
and  all  the  necessary  instructions  of  the  Board  of  Agriculture  were 
carried  out  by  the  Inspector  in  charge. 

SEWERAGE  AND  SANITARY  WORK.— At  Halton  Sewage 
Works,  119  yards  of  12in.  pipes  have  been  laid,  in  order  to  pre¬ 
vent  contamination  of  the  effluent  after  it  has  left  the  contact 
beds. 

The  method  of  treatment  of  the  sewage  from  the  houses  at 
Halton  Hill  below  the  level  of  the  outfall  works  continues  to  be 
very  unsatisfactory  as  well  as  costly,  and  as  the  matter  is  now 
engaging  the  attention  of  the  Council  I  anticipate  a  more  economi¬ 
cal  and  permanent  solution  of  the  difficulty  during  the  present 
year. 

The  long-standing  question  of  the  drainage  Of  Belle-Isle, 
Middleton,  is  now  well  in  hand.  A  Local  Inquiry  has  been  held, 
plans  and  estimates  have  been  approved,  and  tenders  for  the  work 
are  being  negotiated. 
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T1  le  Scavenging  Of  the  district  is  done  by  the  Council’s  staff 
in  Oulton-cum-Woodlesford  and  Templenewsam,  and  by  contract 
in  Middleton.  The  work  continues  to  be  done  in  a  satisfactory 
manner. 

Progress  continues  to  be  made  with  the  making  Up  of  private 
streets,  and  1  would  particularly  call  the  attention  of  the  Council 
to  those  leading  off  Midland  Street,  YVoodlesford. 

HOUSING,  TOWN-PLANNING,  etc.,  ACT.— The  house  inspec¬ 
tion  clauses  of  this  Act  have  been  already  anticipated  by  this 
Council  several  years  ago.  A  complete  house-to-house  inspection 
of  Oulton-cum-Woodlesford  was  made  in  1908,  and  a  special 
report  with  full  records  presented  and  published. 

The  new  Housing  Regulations,  1910,  are  being  administered  by 
the  Council,  and  the  necessary  books,  forms,  etc.,  ordered  with  a 
view  to  the  systematic  inspection  of  the  district  commencing  from 
January  1st,  1911. 

Four  houses  were  represented  as  being  unfit  for  habitation  in 
Templenewsam,  and  were  dealt  with  by  Closing  Orders.  Plans 
for  the  renovation  of  these  have  been  passed  and  the  work  is  in 
hand. 

Twenty-nine  new  houses  have  been  built — detached,  semi¬ 
detached  and  through  terrace — and  more  are  in  progress,  the 
housing  of  the  working  classes  having  been  much  improved  during 
recent  years,  and  the  overcrowding  which  existed  practically 
abated. 

Two  hundred  and  seven  nuisances  have  been  reported  during 
the  year  (inclusive  of  79  in  hand  from  1909).  Of  these  159  have 
been  abated,  leaving  48  in  hand. 

Thirty-two  legal  notices  were  served  for  the  abatement  of 
nuisances,  and  legal  proceedings  were  taken  in  four  cases. 

Twenty- one  sink  wastes  were  disconnected,  and  21  were 
trapped. 

Thirty-eight  closets — 28  ashpit  privies  and  10  water-closets- — 
were  constructed,  and  19  were  reconstructed — 9  ashpit  privies 
and  10  water-closets. 

The  substitution  of  waterclosets  and  dust  bin  or  dry  ashpits 
for  the  privy  ashpit  is  much  to  be  desired,  and  the  Council  would 
be  well  advised  to  enforce  the  former  wherever  practicable. 
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Forty-seven  inspections  of  canal  boats  were  made,  and  no 
infringements  of  regulations  found. 

Nineteen  smoke  observations  were  made  during  the  year. 

The  new  conjoint  Small  Pox  Hospital  now  being  available 
for  patients  from  this  district,  the  tenancy  of  the  Small  Hospital 
at  Waterloo  has  been  relinquished. 

THE  INSPECTION  OF  SCHOOL  CHILDREN  conducted  by  the 
Medical  Inspectors  under  the  West  Riding  County  Council  cannot 
fail  to  have  a  very  beneficial  influence  on  the  health  of  the  district, 
and  I  take  this  opportunity  of  acknowledging  the  hearty 
co-operation  and  assistance  of  the  County  Medical  Officer  and  his 
assistants.

FACTORY  AND  WORKSHOPS  ACT,  1901. 

The  duties  imposed  upon  District  Councils  are  thus  classified 

a)  -  Registration  Of  Workshops.- — There  are  51  workshops  on  the 
register,  of  which  11  are  classified  as  Factories  and  40  as 
workshops. 

(b)  Sanitation. — One  hundred  and  fifty-two  inspections  were  made 
of  the  workshops  and  54  of  the  factories.  They  were  all 
found  satisfactory,  with  one  exception,  as  to  cleanliness, 
air-space,  ventilation  and  drainage.  Insufficient  sanitary 
accommodation  was  found  in  a  laundry,  and  remedied. 
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(c)  Special  Sanitary  Provision  for  Bakehouses, — There  are  no 

underground  bakehouses  in  the  district,  and  only  1  work¬ 
shop  bakehouse.  There  are  1 1  domestic  bakehouses  kept 
by  petty  shopkeepers.  They  have  been  all  inspected  as  to 
closet  accommodation,  home  washing,  and  sleeping  places.

(d)  Safety  from  Fire.- — In  this  district  there  are  no  factories  or 

workshops  which  have  40  persons  working  at  the  same 
time  in  any  single  room  ;  all,  in  which  are  employed  more 
than  40  persons,  have  been  erected  prior  to  1892,  and  there 
are  sufficient  means  of  escape  in  case  of  fire. 

(e)  Home  Work  Of  certain  kinds. — There  are  no  factories  or  work¬ 

shops  giving  out  home-work  in  the  district. 

(f)  Abstract  Of  the  Act  is  affixed  according  to  Section  133  in  all 

workshops. 

Finally,  I  venture  to  congratulate  the  Chairman  and  Members 
on  one  of  the  most  satisfactory  reports  I  have  had  the  honour  to 
present,  and  beg  to  thank  them  for  their  courtesy  and  support, 
and  the  officials  for  their  hearty  co-operation.
